CO!SIDERi;jG that tho occused has been charged: 

that he, during the time of the ’./ar begun by Germaiv’ on 10th iiay 19'*0 
against tho Kingdom of the NetherdUmds, but before 15 th Jioy 1945, 'is 
an UntersturmfOhror and Kriminalsokrctlir in tho German Sicherheitsdienat, 
at anyratc serving in soru function in or with one of tho branches of 
tho German police system, at nnyrato employed in one of tho war-,state- 
or public sorvioes of tlio Gorman enemy, intentionally, contrary to tho 
laws and customs of war and /or of humanity, 

a. in or about Scqjtenber 1944, in Goldorloiid, in tho execution of a 
plan pretviously conceived by liim, deliberately and with nalioe 
aforethought kLUod G.Vf.GERSDQEP, a dcfcrcelcss arrecteo in the no'-vor 
of tlic Gerrnn Sicherheitsdienst, by intentionally and from a ver^'' 
ahort distajTco firing several shota, at a;:yrate one shot, from a 
loaded fire-aim at the aforesaid GliHSDOHP and thereby hittiu" him

P.A.VAIQC, a defenceless arrostce in the p<7.;cr of the Sichorheits- 
dienst, by intentionally and fron a ver.v short distance firing 
several shots, at anyrate one shot, froa a loaded ilro-am at the 
aforesaid VAHK and so doing liitting hin in tlic back of tile head, at 
anyrate in the body, fatally 'i.-ounding hin, as a result of vJiio’.i tlio 
aforesaid VARK died innodiatcly or shortly af teiaTards; 

all this described under n,b and c, Jilthou^^ the accused knew or 
understood tliat neitlxer GERSDOUP nor the brothers ivUIK, nor VARIC, 
all nentioned above had previously been tried in the ratter and 
boon found guilty and sentenoed by any judici:>l pronoumensntj 


d. in the period ften January 1944 to I lay 1945» Golderland and Noord- 
Brabant, intentionally ill-treated various people, anong then

in the power of the Geman Sicherhcitsllenst, at anyrate one or nore 
of then, by violently boating then on the body ./ith a hard object 
and /or his hand(s), or kicking then on the body v/ith his shod foot 
(feet), these persons (this person) being painfully affected 
thereby, tliis -.dth the object ol* ccrpcdling the aforesaid persons, 

at anyrate one or noro of tJicn, to give inforration about facts 
which, according to vdint he, :u;euaed, knev; or suspected, v/cro knor.m 
to the aforesaid persons, at anyrate* to one or nore of then, and 
whiob facts •.7cra of ii.portance to liir.i in his function as nentioned 
above. 

COIGIDEHII'K that in the citation, section C., the viotin was oalled 
'V.i!Iv"and that this should be "van the Court, regarding this as 

a olorioal orror, hereby corrects it, it bein^ underatood toat tlioJ 
accxisod. is not on that account prejudiced in hia defence; 

CONSIDHIEIJI that at the sitting of tlie Oourt the accused stated: 

In 1944 and 1945 till the Goman cjr.ixy ccpitolated I was •.rcrking as 
UntorstarinfQhrer and Kriiniralsekretilr with tlie G*-mvn Sicherlicitadienst, 
a. One day about September 1944 I “as sent for to by r\y chief, 

Haiotstunrfttlurcr UKKESI. The latter sho\.*cd ;x* a teleprinter i.iessoge 
fron the B.D.5. (Befchlshaber dor Sich'-rhoitoilieiat) in The H . uo, 
signci *.dth tiiu rcaae DL3T^JJH, 

In this it w^as said that thv,- director of the 'iViiltiC factories in 
Zovonaar was to be considco-ed as a sa.botour and terrorist, I aj.j not 
quite sure if it also said that this director v.*i\3 to be shot dead 
but in :aiy case BICaiSEi: ordered ne to do it, I risked TiaSEi hor.T I 
vms to go about it '..lioflqjon he :ui3v/erc.l;"Ju3t n?J:c it a question 
of csoapo". I was not told her./ I was to .at, I could therefore do 
so in the -.riy r tJiou;Jit best. I a-dd to ’EIOIoEJi;" It shall be done”, 

I then decided to take the director \riLth nw in a car and to shoot

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hln on tho vray. In order to carry out this Intention, tatcrUa tho 
ovenin^i I nodo the said director and t!jo S.D.nan ibrinus JiilSSli take 
their place in a oar uhioh had Lwanviiiilo 'been ordered round for the 
purpoBO. I then told vdtness DEHTER, \vho -.m acting as chauffe\ir, • 
to drive in the direction of V/oestehoeve, .urivod near V/oostohoevc, 
"bobsson I'jmhen and Apoldoom, tho cor stopped, JANSEN,the person 
I v;as to shoot, and cysclf, all therei^jon got out. Bio three of us 
then vmlkcd a Mt along tho Apoldoom road. As tho perrson in question 
VTolkod on a short vray in front of ne I drew out ry loaded pistol 
and in order to carry out ny intention as previously nontioned, 
ainod at the back of his head and viicn ho vms about 4 or 5 notres 
oiray fren rc, still aiining at the back of his head and vTith the 
intention of killing hira, I fired a shot fron the said pistol, lie 
ini.iediatoly fell to the ground caid v/as obviously dead, I left tho 
body of tho nan , vsho had node no atteirot to escape :.nd vjho v/as a 
defenceless prisoner in the pov/cr of tho jlcrnan Sichorheitsdienst, 
lying there on tho road, I had not previously convinced ryself 
iihothor the num I hod shot had already been judged or ivhcthcr he 
had boon found guilty and. sentenced by any judicial pronounccnont; 

It v/as enough for ne that ly chief BIOV^EN had given no the order 
in question, 

b. On 3rd November 1944, at tlio tirio that Sohoarsbergon '.vas being 
forcibly evacuated, I ivas doing duty as S.D.nan in and near tho 
grounds of tho Rosendaal golf olub near Arnhem, There wore several 
people under arrest there at the time I was told, btnousc they were 
said to have had pieces of English equipment in their possession. 
Towards rdd-day that day I received orders fron ry ohief BiOISHI to 
shoot two lads, obviously brothers, vrtio had been arrested in connontion 
with tho above affair and wiio were then dcfcnceloss prisoners in the 
pOTAJT of the Geman Sicherheitsdienst. I knew that those lads had 

not previously boon tried and had not been found guilty and sontoncod 
by any judicial pronouncement, I accepted the order in question and 
for the purpose of carrying out ny intention of killing then, took 
them one by one to fera different spots near tho club house of tho 
siid golf club and there then, in the cxccutioti of the aforesaid plan, 
fired a shot frora ly loaded pistol at the bcick of thoir head ften a 
very short distance viicrcupon t loy each ii.iaodiatoly foil to tho 
ground and were obviously dead, I left tlie bodies lying there, 

c. In Novuaber 1944 I 'was pouted to tho aub-ocmando of the S.D. at 
Lunteron, This coixuindo was under liEINir.ViNii. Bio uliole tiling car-.e 
under Kauptsturmftthrer THQilSEIl, already mentioned, Biat month a 
certain van VARK was arrested by Johmy dc DROOG, a member of the 
S.D., and taken to the Uozmsh of where ho i.:.a sliut up. Ho v/ao interro¬ 
gated by HEIKEIaiNH vAio then made out a r-.port for Bi(E-5SEN, Bie latter 
came to Lunteron one day and gave orders that van VARH ivas to be 
shot. He i/as accused of nu.ibership of an illegal organisation, tho 
possession of vroapons and the spreading of "Hcts-sclirifto" (inciting 
literature). 3HO!.5SEN gave me the order to shoot van VASK. I knew that 
van Vi'JOC had not previously been tried and that he had not boon found 
guilty and sontoncod by ary judicial pronounoerKsnt, I then - it iwis 
about Dooember 1944 - in order to carry out the said oi*dar took 

van V.IHK in a car, in which in addition to ryself wore the S.D.mon 
JjJISEN and 7/;iCHENDCR5’, from Lunteron to a spot in the prohibited area 
near Heolsum. When van VidflC had got out I again aslcod him if ho vrould 
say viiere the weapims wo wero looking for were but he refused to do 
so, We walked along with liim then far a. bit, JldSEN and VLiCHENDCRP 
in front of me with van V.'iSK between thequ I tl^, in arder to cijrry 
out ly intention to hill van VViRK, deliberately Tron a very short 
distance aiming at the bock of liis head, shot him tlirough • the head 
ivith a bullet ry loaded pistol i.heAroon he fell to tlic groiuid 
and vras obviously dead, Bie baly af v:'.n v;JUC, i.ho, v/hen I tlius shot 
and killed him, vras a defenceless prisoner in the hands of tho S.D,,

d. In the period fra.i Janua- y ■•iJVr to liay 194;j I interrogated a nurabor 
of persons in'Gclderlaiul ai:d Nooivl-Bra-'bant. who had boon ari'oatod 
and were defencoloss in tlio poi.vr of the German S.D, 

Various of thoso arrested persons,, -.^o were acting too much as 
if they did not know a tiling, did get seme bloivs frem me duidnc 
their fcitcivogation, I knew that ilJ.-treafcnents such as the vdtnosaoo 
have stated during tlio trial that they '.•cecivod, could not bo 
reconiiled with the laws and oustasa of war and that t!icy must bo 
donaidored as contrary to huixuiity, 

CtllSinSRIlC- that at the sitting of the Court the foUcR.-ing h.\vo 

dcol:ired as witnesses: 

1, Karl Louis DSKI.'ER: 

(a) In Septenber 19W- I 'tus ohauficur './ith the Goman S.D. in Arnhom. 

One day that month I received orders to bring a car round to tlio 
front of tie S.D. building in .\xnhem for a drive in the-Anersfoort 
direction. Tho accused, the S.D.man JiJ'ISS-: and a person I did not 
lcno\7 then got into the car, Iho accused told no to drive along tho 
nainroad toi.’ards »peldo'm, .'on-ivw.- Deekbergen accused ordered 
me to stop and then he, JaUSS* and tho unlaio./n man got ouji, Biey all wal- 
;ed along the Apcldoum road. About 5 minutes later I heard a shot 
from tho direction in vhich they had gono and shortly afterwards the 
accused and returned idtliout tho unkoim. By accused' s orders 

•8 then drove back to .'jmhesa. A little -.^lile later I askod Ji'USEN 
what the unknown nan had don-, -ind JAi^SSfl said:"Thu director of tho 
cigarette factory at Zovenr'- r C'lscd to hand out cigarottos to a 
trainload of German .j. .w. f-ion la.ter did hand out cigarottes • 

to English prisoner., of ..'nv "

(d) On 17th Juno 19A4 I was a_*rf sted at ^JLmelo by some persons one of 
whom ivas accused, I ..as taken to lornliom and on 19th June 19Vr trans¬ 
ferred to Vught whes..: T •'"’•id nj’aelf a defenceless prisoner in the 
power of tho S.D.. Sliorcly after my ;rrival there I was repeatedly 
intcrrogiited for.three d.ays rundnj ftom 7 a.n. till 6 p.ia., among 
other interrogators being the accused ..ho •..•'uitod to knovr i/hloh vferc 
cy illegal activities, i.hon I refused to giv.s any information about 
them the accused delibera.tcly .and sevor.al tines struck rve witli a 
rubber truncheon on the face .and ae.".t '.hilo I stood tnere v/ith i.\y 
hands tied between sy knees. During one of the interrogations ho 
clao deliberately cuffed i.y cars witli his hand v/itli the result that 
I got a suppurating e.ar whicli troubled r.u for 6 i/eeks, r\jrther durln;' 
one '. sucli interrogatio!i: tiie accused pull..d ra; iro by the hair fm m 
the gramd where I was lying, I '.vas bound vdiile rili these ill-tro.at- 
nents T/cre going on. They caused lae a grc.at deal of pain. 

3, Jan Hendrik BUITi-a: 

(d) On 17th June 1944 duri>-.: a meeting of underground worftexa I i/as 
arrested by some persons one of •ina.i ./as tho accused, Ihe la.tter 
interrogated me on the /qiot; he -./anted to know tlie najios of other 
illegal -.Torkors. During this interrogation the ac..'uscd, -.hen I would 
not mention any names, deliberately .and violently hit me, .and kicked 
me with hisahod foot, all this causing me pair- After tiiia I was 
taken from there via Arnhcr. to Vaght. The accused then bceai.ic ry 
"Sachbeorbeiter", On l^'^h Jane 194/f tie acevuied onco more interrog.atod 
me on the aforesaid si’b.icct and -..hen I ".gain -would give no ini’omation 
he, lehilo I was 'bound,d.jli'' e3Mtely beat me in such .a w.iy with .a 
rubber truncheon ta-.t I ./as crippled for some days.

activities, Vftien I vrould not give any infomation the accuaod struck 
ne violently four tiiACs on the head vri.th his clenched fiat, which 
bla/s caused no nuch pain, I ivas then token to Amlicn, Biore on 
17 th Juno 1944 I ivas again questioned by the occused on thu srsae 
subject. V/hen I again gave no inforr.iation the rajcuaed dcliboratoly 
gave no a series of blows on the head vdth hin fist, to such on 
oxtont tliat I oa'./ stars and was caused great pain. During all this 
ill-treatnont I was a defenceless prisoner in the pmrer of the S.D, 

Hond^ Gerrit RIETBSRG; 

On 16th June 1944 I was arrested at Zutphen, i.herc I was doiivj iUofjtJ. 
T/ork, by sene persons one of .-.iicn was tiie accused, I vm taken to 
jjrhhen and ■^cre interrogated by the accused vjho wanted no to give 
hij.i infomation about iqy illegal work. During this interrogation I 
ivas bound in such a way that I could only stand in a bent position. 

I refused to give -tiie infonaation required, -ujoused then became very 
angry, lie took hold of a baniboo stick and deliberately gave no a 
series of violent bloi/s ivith it on tlie lioad, back, scat and thi/;Jis 
which blcnn caused no great pain. I was shortly oftenvardo taken to 
Vught vdiere the accused again, for the sarte reason as mentioned above, 
punched lao forcibly and painfully, kicked no vrith liis shod foot and 
beat ne vath n rubber truncheon. During all these ill-trcatiAonts I 
ITUS a dfifoncolcss prisoner in the poi/cr of tiio S.D.

bn 16th June 1944 I was arrested at Zutphen whore I \kis doing illegal 
work, by sene persons unc of v^on v/as tlie accused. I wits then takon 
to .'j:nhcn where accused questioned no the sane day about ny illegcl 
work, VJhon I woild not give the required infoiTnation the accused 
ddiboratcly struck no on tlic body vriith a hard object, this causing 
ne great pain, doing this 7shile I was bound in such a way tiiat I 
could only stand in a bent position. On 19th June 19^|4 I was takon 
to Vught, During tlic 2^ nontlis I renained there as a. prisoner thg 
oceusod interrogated ne three nore tir-xis. During these inteia-ogattons 
vixen I did not answer the way he wanted the accused ropoate-Jly aixd 
deliberately hit ne on the body with a hard object and Idckcd r.y 
sexual organs with his bhod foot, both these acts caxising ne groat 
pain.

.i’ter Jxaving been cxrestod by tlxe S.D. as suspected ef doing illegal 
work I was taken to Vu_,ht on 21 st April 194'*. There I was intcixogated 
by a Hetlxerlands S.D.nan who wanted to know v.ixether I hail hid;len 
Ancirican pilots, Tlxe accused •was present at tlxis intcirog.ation, Y/hcn 
I would not adnit it the aaeused during this inturrogation dolibora-to- 
ly and forcibly hit :ae on tlxe f.ace and head ’./ith the flat of his 
hand and '.dth a sort of rubber haTaser, tlxis causing ne to axiffor p.ain, 
DxirinE the time of the aforesaid ill-treatncnts I v.-xs a dofonocloss

On 29 th March 1945 I \/as arrested and talccn to the Y/omshof at 
Luntcren, Sane d;iys later I '//as intemgated by the accused XTho x’/anted 
to knor; vihethcr I worked for the underground, Vaien I did not ansvnr 
as he wante-d, and '.'ixile I •.•.•as bound in such a x;ay -tliat I could only 
stand in a bent position, tlxe accused deliberately and violently 
struck no on tlxe knoos vrith a stick and on ry back with a strap, 
vdxich blows caused no pain. It vros only, vrtxen I gave hin sane infom¬ 
ation that he stopped hitting ne. During, the above .mentioned iU-

'Shon I './ould not give any infan.iation the accused and the S.D.man 
JAJSHIi put ry head througli the noose of a rope v/hich v/as fi:<ed to 
the ceiling. !Ihe repe was pulled tro so high t'.iat standing on tip-toe 
I was just able to hreatho. One of the tv;o tlien kicked ny legs from 
under mo so that I svmng b-'«k-./ard3 and fon/ards, I could not breathe

"011 oath of office by Johonnus de GHOOT, lot Lieutenant of police at 
i^eldoarn (exhibit 2) contains in substance as an observation by the 
investigator that on 9th Septe:abor 194V at Aruluoom ho v/as informed by 
a German speaking person -/ho said ho -./as a "ilihrcr van Dienst” beloni;Lng 
to the S.D., t!iat tlie S.D. had been on the way to Amersfoort ooixjentratijn 
cssp with an arrested person; tivat bet-./een Arnliei.v -ird Apeldo-jrn the said 
arrested person liad made an atterpt to escape ar,l was shat dead wliile 
trj-ing this;

and special constables (statement ’Jomshof), contains in subs'tanco a 
statement made to -the investigators by ].tarinus JANSEN, that after tho 
action at Detering he met someboiy who said he was Lieutenant DI2QCER; 
that ai.iong other things DE KER told hin -that a cortain EVHIS got illegal

questioned Marinus JiilJSEli who stated; " 'That is Ailoutant van VABK"; that 
they then heard Jansje SLIJ'HUIS, wife of P.^^van VfiilK, v.ho declf'xod;"Preen 
the description you give and fron that rdvich was found on tho body, . 
especially the ring and spcctixle case, I on convinced that the bodj' 
dug lip by you is that of r^y dead huabanl"; 

C0i»SID5RIIlG that the facts and circuxistanocs in the above evidence, 
produco an equal nunber of bausnl facta and circu’.atarrsca, on the 
grounds of vAich tho Special Court deems proved and has boon corjrirxsod 
that tho accused con itted that witli whicdi he has been charged, it 
being understood that he, in the Motherlands, during tho tirio of tho 
war begun by Gerrnny on 10th Hay 1940 against the ICingdoci of the 
Netherlands but before 15th ILay 1945> ^ Unteratuirfilhror :ind Krirdnal- 
sekretar in tho Gcnvui fa-cherheitsdionst, intentionally and contr;vry 
to the laws and cuatens of inr and of hurianity;

all tills as described under a,b. and c, :.lt ■ ough th.. oenused >T.cri;, 
that neither GHRdDORP, nor the brothors IdJIA, ncx van V.'iUC had 
previously been tried in tlie r,;ati.er, nor hod buon found guilty and 
sentenced by rjiy judicial pronfiticor.’.ent; 

d. in tho rcriod- 
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a. in the period fron Jenuary to ilcy 1945* in Goldcrlend and 

Noordbrabant, intejitionally ill-treated various people, aoonc then 
G.ERETEL5R, J.H.BUITaR, J.PJETBERG, H.G.RIETBERG, H. JO.NGSi'Ji, 

G.GRSm.'JdJS, H.S.:TrEil, lUGROOmJEZST, ROSEBOOU, G.van dear TOP, 

JUGiUSBEEK and P.van der ZOITiV, defenceless arrestees in the poivor 

of the Germn Sicberheistdienst, by violently boatinr then, also _ 

kicking the aforementioned BUITER, H.G.RIETBERG, JOSIGl'^} and G.L’JSHEEi: 
with his hhod foot on tlie body, those persons being caused pain 
thereby, this vdth the object of conpelling the aforesaid Jio givo 
infomtion about facts which, according to vhat he, acetised, knew 
or suspected, ’.rerc knovm to the aforesaid persons, and which facts 
were of inportanco to hin in his function ns nentioned above, 

CONSIDERIKG that the Special Court does not deem proved anything 
vdth vhich the accused has further been charged except as has been 
declared above to have been proved, so that ho nust therefore be 
aquittod on those counts; 

COHSIDHtlliG that vhat h;is tlms been proved constitutes the crino: 

During the time of the present vmir and before 15th liay 1945* when in 
the public service of the oner\y being c’^ity of any war crine or any crino 
against huraanity, as expressed in article 6, b. and c., of the charter 
of tho London Agreement of 8th August 1945, published by Royal Decree 
of 4th January 194^, Statute Book No.G.5> coniaittcd nore than once,

opportunity vrould be given to defend thomscives with regard to 
specified facts laid to their charge, is in so flagrant a contradiction 
to every conception of justice that it can never be covered lav/s 
and customs of war, nor bo reconciled vrith principles of humanity, 
all of wiiich must have bee.. ltncr.7n to the accused as Ur.tersturrfllhK;r 
in a police organisation. This opinion luis been capressed in tJio 
Regulations concerning tlic laws and customs of war on land (The 
Hague Regulations) \:hich for cxairplo, in article 30 even forbid tfaht
